Twenty-tour ballots were taken 


on the question of guilt or inno- 
cence of the tall, debonair fashion- 
plate, who rose to nation-wide no- 
toriety as a result of his three- 
week's trial here, accused of hav- 
ing shot LJngle to death in a pe- 
destnan tunnel last June 9. 


If the verdict is sustained in the 


higher courts. Brothers must serve 
eight years and three months in 
the penitentiary before he is eligi- 
ble tor parole. 


In their appeal, the defense at- 


torneys, Tyrrell Krum, Louis Pi- 
quett and Harry J. Cantwell, will 
base their main argument on the 
pressure applied to the jury in the 
refusal of the judge to allow them 
to sleep. 


The jury had been kept without 


sleep for practically twenty-seven 
hours before they returned a ver- 
dict to Judge Joseph Sabath. Af- 
ter the first ballot, taken Thurs- 
day afternoon, which showed the 
jurors voting for a "not guilty" 
verdict, only one juror held out for 
an acquittal it was reported. 


This lone "holdout" persisted in 


his stand until physical exhaustion 
caused him to yield late yesterday, 
it was reported. 


The courtroom was packed when 


word got around that the jury fi- 
nally had reached a verdict. Judge 
Sabath announced from the bench 
that there were fifty detectives in 
the courtroom and were ready to 
arrest anyone for making a dem- 
onstration of any kind.

Brought to a dramatic close af- 


ter a Ix-day session, the trial was 
a distinct victory for the state, 
which today continued its investi- 
gation of tne brutal slaying of the 
lormer councilman in tne nope ot 
apprehending other persons involv- 
ed in the crime. 


A few minutes after the jury of 


seven men and five women brought 
in the guilty verdict after a j.2- 
hour deliberation, the county pros- 
ecutor's office and Cleveland po- 
lice were bending their efforts to- 
ward uncovering the "higher-ups" 
behind the lulling. 


"Hymie was a hired gunman," 


County Prosecutor Ray T. Miller 
declared. "We have proved that to 
the satisfaction of tbe twelve jur- 
ors. We are now going after Hy- 
mie Martin's confederates and 
those who hired him." 


Detectives today were engaged 


in an intensive hunt for the mys- 
terious Louis Klein, alias Louis 
Roddy, alias Harry Collins, alias 
Charles Marks, with whom the 
convicted slayer was associated at 
a downtown hotel a few days be- 
fore the Potter murder. 


The "man of many aliases," as 


he is termed by police, disappeared 
on Feb. 4, the day after Potter 
was shot down in the Parkwood 
Drive apartment. Police worked 
on the theory that he was one of 
the actual triggennen in the slay- 
ing. 


As the first step in the renewed 


investigation of the killing, Chief 
of Police George Matowitz for- 
warded a request to the Pittsburgh 
Homicide Bureau to pick up two 
men for questioning in the kill- 
ing. The names of the two men 
were not divulged.

Confronted for the first

orders and recuring rumors of ban- 
dit aids ,the relief authorities made 
every effort to complete the eva- 
cuation of American women and 
children.
